In  Memonam 


Carolyn  E.  Chapman 

1913-1980 

Carolyn  Chapman  joined  the  Lasell 
faculty  as  an  instructor  in  Secretarial 
Science  in  September  of  1943  after  nine 
years  of  teaching  at  Stoneleigh  Junior 
College  in  Rye,  New  Hampshire.  In  the 
months  that  followed,  students  and 
faculty  alike  were  impressed  by  her  in- 
tegrity and  by  the  high  personal  and 
professional  standards  which  she  set 
both  for  herself  and  for  others. 

In  those  days,  academic  departments 
were  not  formally  structured,  but  Miss 
Chapman's  qualities  of  leadership  soon 
established  her  as  the  person  to  whom 
everyone  looked  for  direction.  It  was  in- 
evitable, therefore,  that  when  President 
Raymond  Wass  decided  that  a  more 
formal  type  of  departmental  organiza- 


tion was  in  order,  she  was  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Secre- 
tarial Science,  a  position  she  held  until 
her  retirement  in  1977. 

Never  did  she  allow  herself  to  be  any 
less  than  her  best  and  thereby  inspired 
others  to  try  to  attain  the  same  high 
standards.  As  a  teacher,  she  was  an  ex- 
pert in  her  field,  by  her  example  instill- 
ing in  her  students  a  desire  to  perform  at 
their  highest  level  of  achievement.  As  a 
friend,  she  was  unshakeable  in  her  loy- 
alties, honest,  kind  and  compassionate. 

Always  she  gave  of  herself.  She  spent 
countless  hours  outside  the  classroom 
counseling  her  students  and  served  as  a 
contributing  member  of  some  of  the 
most  prestigious  committees  of  the  Col- 
lege. In  particular,  she  developed  the 
Medical  Secretarial  Prograrn  to  the 
point  that  Lasell  graduates  from  that 
Curriculum  were  in  tremendous  de- 
mand by  employers  throughout  the 
area. 

The  quiet  dignity  that  characterized 
her  entire  life  was  never  more  evident 
than  during  the  last  few  years  when  she 
waged  a  courageous  and  uncomplain- 
ing battle  against  the  debilitating  effects 
of  emphysema.  The  plaque  that  bears 
her  name  in  Wolfe  Hall  is  a  tangible 
reminder  of  the  years  she  spent  at 
Lasell,  but  even  more  durable  and  of 
greater  significance  is  the  place  that  she 
holds  in  the  hearts  of  generations  of 
students  and  those  of  us  who  were  privi- 
leged to  have  been  her  colleagues.
